Decision on of 


Surplus to Capital Stock 
Account is Reversed. 


By the reversal of a former de- 
cision of the Treasury Department, 
what are known as stock dividends 
of a corporation are not subject to 
the income tax, according to infor- 
mation received here yesterday by 
William E. White, chief deputy of 
the internal revenue collector's or- 

It is held by the Treasury De- 
partment in the new ruling that 
when 4 corporation increases its 
capital stock and simultaneously 
deciares a cash dividend, giving its 
stockholders the right to keep the 
money or reinvest in additional! 
shares, such a dividend is a cash 
dividend and subject to income tax. 
But if a corporation transfers 4 
portion ot its surplus to capital 
stock account, issuing new stock 


such is not considered a cash divi- 
dend and is not subject to the in- 
come tax. The former ruling held 
the reverse. 

If a corporation increases its 
capital stock and at the same time 
decidres a cash dividend under an 
agreement with the stockholders to 
buy the new issue, such a dividend 
is subject to the income (ax. 

It a corporation declares a divi- 


— dend payable part in stock and part 


in cash, only the part paid in cash 
is considered as income and as sub- 
ject to the income tax.
